Of this number lo8,2()5 are slaves 
and 2W free persons of color. Of tlic wliite.s 
(i7,.^>jO are voters. It is estimated that at least 
40,000 iinmigrant! have since the closing of the 
rolls settled in the State. In 1850 the popu- 
lation was only 212,492, and hence for tlie ei^fat 
years tlie increase is shuwn at 245,128 or 115.3 
per centum.
